THAT is the ouestion we asked Professor

Fituaiiiation Board. He it well. known to our 
reader-. as chairman of the Tariff Commission. 

Our letter to him and his reply, which it, of 
Course, unofficial, Ate jnven here. 

"Mv lJe.it Ih Taussig: 

''Scarcely * day passes that wmt of our 
readers do not write us with respect to war- 
time profiu. So much has been sjid uf profit- 
eering and yet no one has had the temerity to 
define profiteering. Knowing your interest in 
this subject by reason of your connection with 
the Wat Industrie* Board, the Food Admini 
ttratinn arid she Sugar h'ajualiiatiriii Rnard, I 
am writing for your opinion which you may he 
sure will lie eagerly received by rjur reader*.

Irgirirnate enterprise, 1 do nut hesitate to say 
that it seems to me the patriotic duty of every* 
one tn increase efficiency and output to the ut- 
most. Man power- so far, of course r at it con- 
sistent with right living and Working condi- 
tions -machine power, management power, 
all should he made to yield the maximum. 
Every business concern should endeavor to 
produce it* goods, under fair competitive cots, 
ditions, with the minimum outlay of labor and 
money, and with the maximum return far 
every dollar spent. 

"The re»rrictkm» and regulations as to pro- 
duction and prices which are Itsed hy the War 
Industries Board, the Food Administration or 
other Government agencies, mutt necessarily 
be observed- Subject to these restrictions, it it 
not only permissible hut desirable lhat every 
industry be conducted with a view to securing 
the largest possible return in product lor every 
dollar spent. 

"Thtl being the case, it will inevitably hap- 
pen that mme concerns make more money 
than others. There will probablv be concerns 
whose profits, with perfectly legitimate meth- 
ods and with rigorous observance of all Gov- 
ernment restrictions, will he very high. Thtl it 
the inevitable result of differences in manage- 
ment, in location, in equipment, in established 
connections. Such differences appear under 
a»y industrial conditions, whrthrr rhr.w 1 >i 
I r.ar nr rhe unusual nnr> of war. They are 
the natural concomitants cf free industry and 
enterprise. It is the wish of the Government, 
and it is the wish < f every patriotic citizen, 
that profiteering, in the scnte of taking ad- 
vantage of exceptional conditions of demand 
for particular commodities, should be pre.

have now reached a situation in 
this country which none of us a 
year ago would hare thought 
possible; that is a very great, 
dangerously great, drainage upon 
our resource*. We have always 
thought "f the rc-T'urces of this 
country a* i nrthaustihle and to a 
large extent they ^re, if we could ____ 
build Up ft fransportjition system, 
furm*h the m:in pn»>.T and the 
various other thins* essential to Ret at them in 
the time wirhin which they are required.

S t j k 1 1 • e in S< flfniK-r, a member of (he 
British Cabinet referral "> the importance of supreme 
direction of all economic effort on rhc part .1 r >i t coun- 
trir* which are hostile In the Cettrtal Powers.

Very obviously, 
this is a program to awaken a nun's imagination, When it is 
achieved, «c shall have an economic generalissimo to compare 
with the generalissimo who directs the united military strength 
of the Allies. 

Several international Unites have already been set up. Kach 
is composed of delegates from the different countries concerned, 
including the 1 "nitrd Stares. A discussion rjf the importance of 
pooling of Allied resources occurred early in September at a 
meeting of the Allied Maritime Transport Council; its duties are 
apparent from its title. A body with a large tack is the Inter- Al- 
ly Council on War Purchases and Finance. Other important in- 
ternational bodies urc a Food Council and a' Munitions Council. 

The possibilities of these bodies are illustrated by the Trans- 
port Council. When ocean tonnage was needed to carry in- 
creased numbers of American troops across the Atlantic, France 
through her delegates on the council contributed steamers which 
had been assigned to France for her necessary imports. If a 
series of disasters, such as the explosion which recently occurred 
in New Jersey, should deprive our armies of shells, the Muni- 
tions Council would undoubtedly see that shells were forthcom- 
ing from Allied countries. "F, pluribus uuum" ts an old principle 
with us.

The irnrral German Govern 
menr has this summer taken a census of all house*, and been no 
disturbed over the results that it contemplates creating a bind 
of f iat.ooo.coo with which to promote erection of dwellings. 

Clearly, back.tn-the.hume is going to be as great a movement 
in German*, Jn d entail as grrai liimcnl ties, as bark To the l.oi.l 
ever was anywhere.

England is establishing new trade commissioners in her overseas 
possessions. The dominions of England have these representa- 
tives not only in the mother country, but in other dominions and 
in foreign lands.

Cuba, France, Holland, Italy, Japan, and Si- 
beria, as well a& in different parts of the Brush Empire.

AS OUR SHIPS GO DOWN TO THE SEA 

Nr W SKIPS to the extent of 360,000 tons deadweight took 
to the water from American shipyards in August, and 
we have not vet reached "quantity production," During the 
same month British yards put overboard 114,000 tons. In 
other words, the yards of the I'nitcd Kingdom and of the United 
States were producing at a rate of 4,(00,000 deadweight tons a 
year. 

In the midst of our efforts we have been too busy to notice sev- 
eral really significant events. In May, vessel construction, in 
Allied and neutral yards, for rhc fim time since 1015 exceeded 
losses, In August, construction in American yards surpassed all 
other Allied and neutral construction combined. 

The fact is the United Slates has returned to the sea in such 
good earnest that the Department of Justice has had to bestir 
itself and create a special iHrgani7atiitn to represent the Govern- 
ment's interests in the admiralty courts.

Washington • year and s-hslf ago, haa gone by 
the board. The policy finally decided un anil 
the one that leemi to com* nearest to dealing 
with the situation ia that of eliminating from 

all industries non -essential uses of labor and 

materials. Some industries are plainly case fi- 
lial and. some few arc patently non-essential, 
but It is the great man that come within the 
earffight tone which make it impossible to 
make up arbitrary lilt*.

All over 
the country this nuisance haa grown, and all 
over the country it hi* become one of the func- 
tions of Chamber* of Commerce to combat the 
nuisance. One of the most unique aa well 14 
the moat effective, method* fccm* to have been 
devised bv the Chamber of Commerce of Ro- 
chester, tf. Y. 

The Rucheslef Cham bet has, for ye»n, fol- 
lowed the usual custom 0/ placing a card to 
each member'! office, politely but firmly, re- 
ferring all solicitor* to the Chamber of Com- 
merce. This card also states that no contribu.' 
lion, donation, sdvertisement or other contri- 
bution wilt be considered by the Company in 
whose office the sign hangs: until the facts con- 
cerning the- proposition have been registered 
■ t the Chamber and it ha* been round not to 
conflict with the principles adopted by the 
Chtmbet- 

But the Rochester Chamber even went 
further than this in that it found, after dis- 
playing these cards for many yean that maoy 
intercjting cases developed and the solicitor 

used many ingenious devices for "gelting the 

money," ail of which tended tu get by the in- 
nocent and busy business m an, TheJefor «, It 
issued a booklet, whose title, "Solicit ilinn*, 
Wise and Unwise" tells pretty well the story 
of what it », This booklet further fay* "The 
Chamber of Commerce doe* not endorse solici- 
tation projects, It if not its function to decide 
for anyone, what he shall nibfcribe, or what 
cause be iha.ll support ; but rather to gather 
fjtcti upon which he can intelligently base his 
own actions."

able trouble and complication. This in true 
even in emergencies »ueh u the present, where 
such hum on regulation has proven itself abso- 
lutely necessary to restrain human greed- 
Trie regulations have wurked well on thr 
whole deipite their natural tendency to check 
production. It is obvious, however, that this 
regulation will steadily increase in scope end 
influence. So one of the many economic prob- 
lems we lhalt face after the war is the extent to 
which regulation may wisely supplement the 
natural laws of supply and demand, As always 
Ln such periods nf stress there are numerous 
remedies and specific* to cure the situation of 
its troubles, such for instance, ai high priers. 
Forgetful meanwhile of our experience of the 
Utter futility of such cures in the past and how 
the «i tuition usually fakes Cart of itself in a 
perfectly n.ntur.il way, tine nf these suggested 
remedies is stabilising the purchasing power nf 
the dollar, 

An Antiquated Theory 

I T ii difficult to understand how any one can 
J take this proposition seriously since its en lire 
argument rests upon the antiquated economic 

theory that present high prices are Caused by 
the increasing volume of money in Circulation 
rather than the natural law of supply and de- 
mand. Any one who caret to investigate the 
subject for himself will soon discover the ele- 
inriitj] truth cJi.sc high prices are caused by 
demand and that the increased cost of com- 
modities, inevitably Calls for ■ larger volume of 
currency (o transact needed hustrtess, ad that 
the greater amount nf currency is a matter of 
effect and not of cause. Also, today, even in 
the midst of war's influences, prices of com- 
modities, where not regulated b y Go vein ment- 
al action, fluctuate solely according to the in- 
dium re of the laws 11 f supply and demand, and 
without the slightest regard to the amount of 
money in circulation.

Platinum has gone out nf sight for exactly 
opposite reasons. 

Corn ha* fluctuated for twelve months or 
more frtirn natural causes, while rhe market 
prices of vegetables decline and rise a* the sup- 
ply is abundant or scanty. 

When the present abnormal demand falls 
off, prices will decline, and rhe amount of mon- 
ey in circulation will have about as much tu do 
with the case as have the flowers that bloom in 
the soring.

THEREFORE, in studying the situation foe 
a solution of rhe problem, the facts and fig- 
ures of oil production, manufacture and con- 
lUmptKm, ,i' l. ri'j iled In til- K'.jrc ^11 . .|" Np.nry 
of the Department of the Interior, the only 
available figures at the rime, were used. Those 
figures immediately showed that the waste in 
petroleum products was most appalling. It has 
been said that waste is art American habit. It 
has l»een claimed rh.if wime nations could grow 
rich oh what the Americans waste annually. It 
it certainty so in the case of oil. 

Th:it i,hj| .imiiLirtr m.iv nn er t«r koown, but 
from what is known, it is large enough, and the 
Bureau of Oil Conservation was given the 
chance to hang its hat of consrrvjnon nnrhe 
book of wastage. The mere elimination of it, 
to a great degree, will solve the problem. 
Therefore, government supenrijion must not 
only plug the hung hute in the dripping waste 
barrel, but it must apply the stiiion wrench to 
the pipe joints in the refineries, must place the 
steel hoop around the barrel tighter in the coop 
erage of plants, must solder the leaky oil can in 
the hand of each individual and must be the 
traffic "cap" who stops the joy rider at the 
Sunday crossroads. 

Oil Industry fs Helping 

'THUS control will touch every phase of our 
national lift, its industry, its fireside, its 
p'fjMire. The elimination of the wjj-ic must 
be a 1 the source, the oil well; at the refinery, 
among manufacturers in industry, among 
workmen, and even at times in unnecessary 
pleasure* as in the use of automobiles. 

The Bureau of Oil Conservation has the Co- 
operation of the oil industry anil nn ill ut the 
ronsmnina; industries of oil products; there 
remains only the co-operation of the individual 
and it would seem from reports that the indi- 
vldual is npl.illy an anaioui to co-operate a* 
the others— all to the end that, not only a na- 
tional, but an international calamity may be 
a vet ted.
